Regarding Transportation Privileges. 


Close upon the announcement of 


a liberal policy in granting annual 
passes to its employes by the Penn- 
sylvania comes another, to the ef- 
fect 
that 
henceforth 
tbe widows 


and dependent children of deceased 
employes are to be accorded all the 
transportation privileges that the 
latter possessed. The railroad auth- 
orities would have taken this action 
long since, but was Inhibited from 
so doing by a regulation imposed by 
the Interstate commerce commission, 
which, however, has been induced to 
revoke it. 
Widows of minor officials will be 


given annual passes of the same kind 
that were issued to their husbands 
during their lifetime, upon request, 
but whether similar privileges will 
be accorded to the widows of de- 
ceased employes who were entitled 
to such passes, has not been determ- 
ined as yet. Wherefore the manage- 
ment has decided that women who
